Thos. H. Paynter 

Ex-Senator, Dies 

Former United States Senator 
Thomas H. Paynter, 69 years old, 
died at his home at Frankfort on 
Tuesday afternoon after a lingering 
illness. Not Ion* ago he underwent 
an operation to restore his health, 
but after a temporary improvement 
it gradually declined and for ten 
days no hope had been entertained 
for his recovery. 

Senator Paynter was active in 
public life for thirty years, serv- 
ing successively as county attorney 
of Greenup, Congressman,, Appellate 
Judge, Chief Justice and United 
States Senator. 

He was a native of Lewis county, 
and a lifelong Democrat. He was 
graduated from Centre College and 
went to Greenup when 21 years old, 
nnd engnged in the practice of law. 

Appointed county attorney to fill 
a vacancy, he carried the county fof 
the office at the succeeding election, 
although the county was Republi- 
can. This brought him to the notice 
of district leaders and he was nom- 
inated and elected to Congress in 
the Ninth district, a close district, 
by a few hundred votes. He won 
his second term by 5,000 nnd two 
years later in a Presidential year, 
he carried this district by 3,000. 

After six years in Congress he 
was elected to the Appellate bench 
from the Sixth district, served out 
his full term, during which he pre- 
sided one year as Chief Justice, and 
was re-elected. 

In the midst of his second term he 
was called upon unexpectedly as a 
candidate to oppose Senator Joe 
Blackburn before the Democratic 
legislative caucus in 1007. He was 
elected and served one term, retir- 
ing in 1013. Since that time he had 
been engaged in the practice of law.

WAGE CUTS BY RAILROADS 
INDICATED. SAY LABOR MEN 



It has remained for the Rev. John 
McClanahan, of Augusta, to pro- 
pose the most remarkable solution 
of the current tobacco problem yet 
to offered. He proposes a league for 
which preachers shall be mission- 
aries, and from the pulpit they 
would be expected to 
in the organization. Contracts 
be posted in all church houses. Suc- 
cess of the move would be predicat- 
ed on prayer. Mr. McClanahan say- 
ing, "So the prayers of nil will be 
the prayers of one man, and then 
we will get the blessing." He pro- 
poses that tobacco shall be graded 
and labeled to sell at from $10 to 
$60. He recommends that preach- 
ers make talks to the buyers on the 
breaks. Manufacturers would be 
asked to keep the growers advised 
as to how much tobacco to produce. 
"May God help all preachers who> 
fall in line with this and help suf- 
fering humanity," is the prayer of 
the author of the plan.

Information received at Chicago 
headquarters of the railway labor 
department of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor, indicates that vir- 
tually every large railroad in the 
country is preparing to put wage re- 
ductions into effeet for all their em- 
ployes, R. M. Jewell, chairman of 
the committee, said in discussing the 
proposed reduction announced by 
the Pennsylvania lines.

PAY UP. SO OTHERS CAN 
If you are in debt to anyone and it is possible for you to make ar- 
rangements to meet your obligation, do so. When you pay your account 
you make it possible for the other fellow to pay his or her account. 

Just at this time daring the readjustment period it is very essential 
that the husine-s man meet his obligations, as the wholesaler is not as 
lenient, as he was at one time, due to the decline in prices and the man- 
ufacturers requiring a shorter period in which the merchants are com- 
pelled to meet their obligations. 

The merchants of Mt. Sterling are compelled to meet their obliga- 
tions every thirty days and it is very essential that thev make their collec- 
tions on the same basis in order that thev may pay their accounts. If 
you owe one of the local merchants an account, it is your duty to make 
arrangements for the paying of this account at once. If some one owes 
you an account and you pay your account, possibly during the exchange 
of (Ufl moncv you get the same money in payment of your bill. When yen 
ask for credit it is all right just as long as you don't abuse the privilege, 
tut when you begin to put the merchant off from month to month, you are 
not only doing the merchant an injustice, but at the same time you are 
cultivating a bad habit and doing yourself an injustice. Some of the 
business men of Mt. Sterling are guilty of the same traits and put off pay- 
ing their bills for months. 

Did you ever look over your books and figure up just how much was 
owing to you and possibly you were obligated to some wholesale firm for 
about one-half as much as your past due accounts amounted tot Yes, 
every business man that runs a credit business has had this experience. 
The only ma nncr in which you can pay your bills is for you to meet your 
obligations promptly and demand that the other fellow pay you his ne- 
pn.niptly. Try this method and see how it works. 



Crop Rotation Will 
Boost Farm Profits 

Every farmer in Kentucky who 

does .tneral diversified farming 
should he using some suitable rota- 
tion of crops if he wishes .to keep 
np the fertility of his soils, produce 
crops of high yield and quality and 
secure profitable returns, is the 
statement of R. E. Stephenson, of 
the Soils and Crops Department of 
the State College of Agriculture. In 
the case of farmers who are not us- 
ing such a rotation this is the time 
of the year to plan one, according 
to the spec.ialiat. 

A good rotation will Include a 
grain or cash crop and one or more 
legumes. The legumes crops need 
most emphasis because they are able 
to get from the air the most ex- 
pensive element which the farmer 
needs to ndd to his soil, namely nit- 
rogen, according to Mr. Stephenson. 
They also furnish an abundance of 
pa i i t lW nnd hay of the highest qual- 
ity. Even when the legumes are 
plowed under or the manure made 
from them returned the amount of 
nitrogen nnd organic matter in the 
soil is increased and the tilling qual- 
ities of the soil improved, according 
to the statement. 

Another advantage of a system- 
atic crop rotation is the fact that ft 
helps keep fungus diseases and in- 
sects which injure or destroy crops, 
under control. The enemies of corn, 
for example, do not attack wheat 
or clover and by the time corn comes 
nto rotation again its enemies have 
disappea red. 

Rotation of crops also helps save 
fields from erosion. When a field is 
cultivated continuously the soil will 
soon wash even from a gentle slope, 
o . ording to the specialist. If the 
cultivated crop nppears (inly once 
or twice in four years nnd the rest 
of the time there is a cover crop or 
meadow on the slope, little erosion 
occurs. 

In summing up the advantages of 
I crop rotation system Mr. Stephen- 
son has stated that one such as 
corn, soybeans, wheat and clover 
places the farmer in the best posi- 
tion to make use of and conserve the 
fertility of his soil. According to the 
speeinlisf fields will rapidly in'-rensc 
in fertility and productiveness if 
limestone and phosphate fertilizers 
are used in the rotation when they 
are needed.

Seed Spud Treatment 
Means Crop Insurance 

By treating their seed potatoes 
sometime between now and planting 
time Kentucky farmers will be prac- 
ticing crop insurnnee nnd preventing 
soil infection frqW common sc«b, 
rhizoctonia or "black Miff" and 
"black leg," according to a state- 
ment which has been issued by Dr. 
W, D. Valleau. plunt patholigist of 
the State College of Agriculture. 
Corrosive sublimate treatment, the 
standard method of which is given 
in Dr. Valleau's statement, is the 
nio-t sat --factory method of con- 
trolling these potato seed pests. 

The standard solution of corrosive 
sublimate used in the treatment is 
made by dissolving four ounces of 
the material l| n few gallons of hot 
wnt ,t and then diluting the solution 
to III) gallon-. This solution mm" be 
used for treating four lots of po- 
tatoes, but different lengths of fnw 
are necessarv : f the material ia used 
more thnn «•»•<•*. 

Th<- standard length of treatment 

la ■ hour for the first time, one 

'i"d one-quarter hours for the sec- 
ond time, one and one half hours for 
the third time and two hours for 
<) i' fourth and last time. 

Seed potatoes aiay be treated snv 
time during the winter prefe-nhl> 
during the period that thev a-e dor- 
mant. The treatment must lu» ap- 
d before the seeds are cut for 
planting. Rotted or scabby potatoes 
should not be treated or used for

Many Kentucky farmers in drying 
up their cows prior to freshening in 
the spring make a costly mistake by 
cuttinir off the feed of the animals

The an- 
imals should be dry at least six to 
eight weeks and durin? th;it time 
should be gaining rapidly in flesh. 

A ration which hn> produced good 
results with the herd at the Stnte 
Collepe of Agriculture is composed 
of four pounds of corn meal, two 
pounds of wheat bran and two 
pounds of cottonseed meal. This is 
supplemented with 30 pounds of 
com silage and 10 pounds of clover 
hay. The cow that is dry should 
receive six or eight pounds of this 
grain feed with silage and hay, ac- 
cording to Prof. Hooper. As soon as 
she has freshened the amount of 
grain feed should be regulated by 
the quantity of milk produced. Fig- 
ures show that world's record cows 
require one pound of grain for every 
four to five pounds of milk which 
they give, but the average cow will 
require one pound of grain for every 
three and one-half pounds of mdk. 
Big producers are therefore most 
profitable even though they do eat 
large quantities of feed. 

If it is possible to anticipate the 
freshening of the cow she should be 
Ifiven a pound of suite in a quart of 
wuter about three days before calv- 
ing. This acts as a laxative and

Means of Control Given 
for Early Garden Pests 

Cutworms, wireworms nnd plant 
lice are three of the most important 
garden insects which begin their at- 
tacks early in the spring nnd which 
must be given specinl nttention from 
the gardener if damage to plants fa 
to he prevented, according to state- 
ments issued by H. E. .Tewitt, of the 
State College of Agriculture. 

The cutworm usually begins his 
work early in March and may be 
found cutting off the first tender 
sprouts in the garden. These worms 
conceal themselves under the sur- 
face of the ground or loose material

Advices in Avoiding 
Bad Canned Goods 



P-iUf's Department of Agriculture. 
Washington, the Burenu of Pure 
Food and Drugs of the State Board 
of Health has issued a general warn- 
ing against botulism, a disease which 
occurs as a result of eating con- 
tf.imnated tinned food and which al- 
ready has caused several fatalities 
in the United States. No deaths have 
\ , 1 been caused in Kentucky by the 
disease, the bureau's announcement 
states, but in order that the people 
of the state may protect themselves 
from potential dnngers it is deemed 
a liveable that they be acquainted 
with its seriousness. 

The disease* is not necessarily 
fatal, but it is easier to avoid than 
to cure. Tts sole cause is bacteria 
in 

these bacteria invariably may be de- 
tected by the person opening the 
container. If all canned goods that 
appear spoiled to the eye or to the 
nose are destroyed the disease need 
not he feared. 

The bureau's announcement states 
that its warning is by no means an 
indictment of canning practices nor 
a warning against canned food. It 
was issued purely in the hope thut 
any canned food that ap|>ears to the 
senses the Vast bit suspicious will 
be thrown away immediately.

Green or white arsenic with 50 lb* 
of hirnn, moistened with water and 1 
sweetened with molasses at the rate 
of one-half pound to each gallon. 
Where cabbage or tomato plants am 
being set out additional protection 
mny be secured by wrapping stems 
loosely with tough wrapping pnper. 
The cylinders of pnper should ex- 
tend from the bnse of the root to 
two or three inches above the top of 
the ground. 

Wireworms nre nt times very an- 
noying in gardens where they attack 
potatoes, corn. cabbage, beets, 
onions nnd other vegetables nnd i» 
addition nre difficult to control. 
Where possible the garden should lie 
put on land thnt is known to be 
free from these pests. A partial im- 
munity mny be obtained by scatter- 
ing and harrowing com into the 
ground that has been soaked in ar- 
senic. Pieces of potato or succulent 
plants poisoned with arsenic may b* 
used as bait. This bait should be 
covered with boards. 

Plant lice attack all kinds of gar- 
den plants and do their damage by 
sucking the juices. They are also 
instrumental in scattering certain 
plant diseases. The gardener should 
watch for their appearance and be- 
gin treatment when the first insects 
appear. These pests multiply rap- 
idly nnd in astonishing numbers and 
for that reason may do considerable 
damage. They are best controlled by 
spraying with a tobacco solution, to 
which soap has been ndded at the 
rate of one pound to five or ten gal- 
lons.

The prohibition "lid" was lifted 
Tuesday off "beer with a kick" for 
medicinal purposes. 

The Department of Justice ruled 
that physicians were authorized un- 
der the Volstead law to prescribe 
beer when in their judgment it would 
prove beneficial. The beer ruling was 
drafted before the new administra- 
tion came into office and bears the 
signature of A. Mitchell Palmer, At- 
torney General. 

I Beer now takes a status equal to 
that of wine as a curative agent 
legally listed by the Government and 
physicians will be allowed wide lati- 



tude in directing its use when such 
usewill aid recovery in cases of ill- 
ness or convalescence. 

Prohibition Commissioner Kramer 
opposed such a ruling on the ground 
it would mean general loosening up 
of the rigid rules governing the 
breweries and the sale of their prod- 
ucts. Officials now are consider- 
ing amendments to existing rules 
which will allow brewers to sell beer 
of about 4 per cent alcoholic con- 
tent in order that an ample supply 
may be available to meet expected 
demands upon druggists for the 
liqaid.

"Bank reserves are increasing, 
money rates are easing somewhat, 
and loans are diminishing. The rail- 
roads are providing effective trans- 
portation service, although railroad 
prosperity, which is vital to all bus- 
iness, is contingent to a great ex- 
tent now upon reasonable wage re- 
adjustment — for wages constitute 
the chief operating cost of the car- 
riers.
